Dr. George Bryce, Addressing the 
Royal Society, Says Foreign Born 
Residents are Being Assimilated— 
Can Rely on Integrity of Canadian. 
People to Perpetuate Lasting) 
Canadian Sentiment. 


Ottawa.—The Royal Society of Can- 
ada met in the Normal school, under 
the presidency of Dr. Geoige Bryce, 
of Winnipeg. 

Dr. Bryce, president, in his opens 
ing remarks, stated that it had teen 
hoped to have Ambassador James 
Bryce, from Washington, to deliver a 
lecture, but that Sir dames had been, 
unable to come, He also explained 
What the Royal society had done in 
getting the government to establish 
an ethnological department of the geo. 
logical survey, for which purpose two 
grants had been secured. The gov. 
ernment had also promised that space 
would be given in the new museum 
for the storage of the valuable library 
of the society.

Al-| 
ready the evidence of over 688 people 
had been taken and when the work 
was concluded the members hoped 
that they would have accomplished 
something which would make Canada 
a better country in which to live. j 

The address by Dr. Bryce, on “The 
Canadianization of western Canada,” 
was marked with a h'gh note of op-! 
timism. It was largely historical, the 
speaker tracing the story of the west- 
ern country from the time it) was 
taken over from the Hudson's Bay) 
company to the present time, British’ 
sentiment, he said, had always been 
strong in the west. It was cultivated 
by the Hudson’s Bay company in the 
beginning, and had remained strong 
ever since. In Winnineg there was 
more real British sentiment than in 
the good city of Toronto. Dr. Bryce 
could not see that it was liable to be 
lessened by the large influx of foreign 
people. Eastern Cansda in its early 
days, he said, had succeeded in as<imi- 
lating a large number of foreign bern. 
Western Canada could be depended 
upon to do the same, 

Speaking more particularly of the 
so called American invasion, Dr. 
Bryce said that not more than twenty 
per cent. came from pure American 
stock. Eighty per cent. were Cana- 
dians who were returnine from the 
United States and immediate descend. 
ants of people of Europern birth. The 
new arrivals prefer Canada to the 
United States for a varity of reasons, 
They prefer Canadian laws, and the 
way in which they are administered, 
They consider that Cate dian schools 
are better than thos: of the United 
States, that there is better control of 
railways and that vs a coms ccuenee of 
these conditions, are better for farm. 
ers. Practically all ere willing to hb. 
come British subjects. In vi w of 
these things Dy. Bryce said Canadians 
could rely on their seaeol liws and 
institutions and the ‘negritv of the 
Conadian people to give to all foreign. 
ers, who are within their boundaries, 
in the course of time a strong and 
lasting Canadian sentiment,
